The Coroner's Jury, whinh adjourned un- 


11 to-morrow afternoon, is endeavoring to 
ascertain whether the furnaces were de- 
fective. The fact that there was no general 
lire alarm between the various buildings of 
ihe hospital, nor any sj-stem of water- 
works, accounts for the very large loss of 
life.The builders of tte furnaces in the 
burned buildings are the Kuttan Furnace 
Company, of Decatur and Chicago. Tiie 
furnaces in the otlier recently completed 
hospital detached wards are built in pre- 
cisely the same style and at the 'same dis- 
tance from the pine timbers as was the one 
in the building burned. 


The building destroyed is one of the new 


detached wards erected last season. It was 
built of stone, but was not intended to be 
fire-proof. It was heated, as are most of 
the deUehed wards, by furnaces, of which 
there were four in the building. The fire 
originated in the floor aiwve one of these fur- 
naces. The top of the furnace is covered by 
a plate of boiier-irou, upon which are laid 
two courses of brick set in plaster. Between 
the brick and wooden floor joists is a six- 
inch air-chamber. 
It was in the original 


plan to heat all the buildings with steam, 
but an insufficient appropriation by tlie Leg- 
islature compelled the substitution of fur- 
naces. The building and its furnishings 
cost between 820,001) and $35,000.

Senator Walker 
says he has explicitly declined to be a 
candidate for re-election, and' he is per- 
fectly confident that his colleague, Senator 
Garland, has an assured place In Mr.
